LONDON, Oct. 7.—Unfavorable 
weather conditions have Interfered 
wth the operations around #pres 
and, according to Field Marshal 
Haig's report tonight there was little 
beyond artillery activity Sunday. The 
text of the report is: 

“The weather is stormy and a heavy 
rain, has fallen all day, An advance 
the enemy attempted at dawn was 
broken by our artillery rifle and 
machine gun fire. Towaids dusk, this, 
evening, the enemy put down a 
heavy artillery barrage on the greater 
part of our front between Broodse- 
inde and Hollebeke, but no infantry 
action followed. j 

“The artillery activity on both sides | 
Was considerable today on the battle 
front. There was nothing of import- | 
ance on the remainder of the British | 
front. 

“The weather was still very un- 
favorable for flying on Saturday, but 
a little artillery work was done. One 
and a half tons of bombs were drop- 
ped on enemy cantonments, ineclud- 
ing railway station, and our fighting 
machines went out whenever pos- 
sible, One failed to return. One bomb- 
ing machine also is missing, which 
went out Thursday night.” 

380 More Prisoners 

LONDON, Oct. 6.—Field Marshal 
Haig’s report tonight from  head- 
quarters in France, follows: | 

“All artillery was active all day on| 
the whole battle front. The enemy’s 
artillery fire was directed mainly 
against our new positions on the ridge 
from Broodseinde southward, but no 
counter-attacks developed. An addi- 
tional 880 prisoners were taken by us| 
in the last 24 hours. 

“On the rest of the British front 
there was nothing of importance to 
report. | 

“The weather Friday continued un- 
settled and stormy, and again made 
flying difficult. Successful artillery 
work, nevertheless, was accomplished, 
and many photographs were taken by 
our airmen. HMnemy airdromes in the 
bombs | 
and the rallway stations at Westroose-/| 
hbeke, Izeghem and Courtrai also were 
yombed during the day. In addition, 
the last-named two stations were at-| 
tacked at night. In all, more than 
wo tons of explosives were dropped. | 
The enemy aircraft were active in| 
the batle area, Four of his machines 
were brought down and three were 
driven down out of control. Five of 
our machines were missing.” 

Raiding Operations 

LONDON, Oct. 7.—No infantry ac- 
tivities, with the exception of raiding 
operations, occurred on the Flanders 
front last night, according to today's} 
war office report. Showery and cold- 
er weather has set in. The text of the 
statement reads: 

“There was considerable artillery | 
activity on the batle front during the/ 
night. We successfully raided the 
enemy's positions southeast of Brood-| 
seinde, inflicted several casualties and| 
brought back twenty prisoners and a} 
machine gun. A raid attempted by! 
the enemy south of the Ypres-Comi-| 
nes canal was repulsed. Another suc-/ 
cessful raid was carried out by Leices- 
tershire troops west of Cite St. Elie.

The difficulty is that doctors with 
qualifications that fit them for the 
duties of carrying on as members of a 
standing medical board are scarce in 
Alberta, with so many of them al- 
ready in the service overseas. 

No Examinations on Monday. 

Some men from points outside Ed- 
monton were on hand today and 
more by good luck than good manage- 
merft found Major Gillespie’ in the 
medical board offices, They were ex- 
amined. They will be included in 
Tuesday's returne. 

Asked if they had mot seen that tho 
hoard did not sit on Saturday they said 
they had but “thought they could be 
taken care of any old time.”

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Lieut. P. E. Guay Awarded De- 
coration for Bravery in Field 
—Describes Attack 


Lieut. P. E.-Guay, formerly a law 
student with the legal firm of Gar- 
fepy, Madore and Dunlop) and private 
secretary to the Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy, 
has been awarded the military cross 
for bravery in tho ficld, according to 
a wire received by friends in the city 
ponte lijeut. Guay, who is but 23 
years of age, secured his commiasion 
two years ago and went overseas with 
the 228rd French Canadian battalion. 
He was born at Chicoutimi, Quebec, 
in 1894. 

A short timp ago Lieut. Guay wrote 
saying that he expectea .o receive the 
military cross decoration shortly, 
Saturday's wire confirmed the expec- 
tations of friends here. 


Letter From Front 

An interesting letter trom the front 
by Guay, in part foliows: 

You have been a long time without 
news from me and for a good reason. 
We have been through a severe ad- 
vance smashing the faces of hundreds 
of Bosches which takes away all leis- 
ure for correspondence. 

We left for the line of the attack in

My 
request was not granted but in the 
morning one’ of the officers, Major 
Rotthier, who was aware of my de- 
sires insisted upon having me with 
him and a few minutes later Colonel 
Tremblay himself gave me the good 
news with the information that I 
should return to the machine guns 
after the attack.

NORTH ALBERTA 
HAS PLENTY 
CATTLE FEED 


President Brown of Board of 
Trade Calls Attention to 
Conditions Here 


The president of the Edménton 
board of trade, J. E. Brown, sent a 
telegram to the Minister of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa, drawing attention to 
the amount of cattle feed going to 
waste in central and northern Alberta, 
and that under the urcumstances it 
was not desirable to provide special 
facilities to encourage the movement 
of stock from Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan to the east. It was asked that 
similar facilities be given in regard 
to the’ transportation of cattle from 
these points to Alberta as had been 
given for the carrying of the stock 
eastward. 

This telegram is an answer to the 
announcement of the minister of agri- 
culture, published in the Bulletin on 
Friday morning, of the co-operative 
plan which has been reached between 
the department of egriculture and the 
railways to prevent the depletion of 
Canadian breeding and feeding stock, 
ensure the feeding of livestock in Can- 
ada, and result in the return of feed- 
ing and breeding stock to the farms. 

The pian includes the undertaking 
of “a redistribution policy which would 
provide for tne movement ef stock 
from areas where feed is light to areas 
where feed is he. y'’—in other words 
from western to eastern Canada. 

A free freight policy has been adopt- 
ed in connection with the transport 
of breeding cattle and breeding sneep 
The railways will rebate 25 per cent 
of their charges and the government 
will pay the remaining 75 per cent. 
The government also agrees to pay a 
rebate of 50 per cent on carload ship- 
ments of feeding cattle, sent from 
Winnipeg to country points in the 
eastern provinces.

the Dominion of Canada, These 
rumors were particularly persist- 
ent and definite during the, weeks 
immediately preceding the Winni- 
peg Liberal convention. The events 
of the convention seemed to con- 
tradict them. The four premiers 
of the four provinces united in 
supporting a resolution—moved 
by Premier Sifton—which con- 


demned Borden and all the works 
--of his government, ~in- beset 


ed but entirely justifiable terms. 

No sooner was the convention 
over than like rumors again 
began to be circulated. While 
they have not been confirmed by 
those to whom they referred they 
have not been specifically denied. 
At the present moment they are 
so definite and specific as to have 
become a fair subject for com- 
ment.

Own Gun-fire—Anzacs Did Great Execution. 


British Front in France and Belgium, Oct. 6—The Germans suffered 
severely in the British attack Thursday and a trip along the battlefront 
east and northeast of Ypres showed hundreds of bodies of soldiers among 
the debris. At many places shell craters were filled with dead. Here 
and there were wounded, sometimes under a pile of corpses, where the 
British stretcher bearers had not been able to reach them. 

Along one section of the Australian front a thousand bodies were 
counted,

were prisoners who were making their way back within the British lines 
when they were caught in their own barrage and killed. One officer of 
the Prussian Guards, who was captured near Polygon Wood, said that 
British shelifire did terrible havoc among his men.

RAILWAY BOARD — 
ISSUES DECISION 


Has Found That Complaint Of 
Ontario Millers of Discrimina- 
tion is Justified 


Ottawa, Oct. 6.—The Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners has given judg- 
ment in the complaint of the Domin- 


fon Millera Association that ‘mille in 
Ontario are discriminated against 
the railwaye in connection with the 
milling-in-tranait-stop-over-charges on 
grain from the three prairie provinces, 

“The millers, whose contention {s 
maintained, claimed that they should 
| have a right to mill in transit at one 
cent per hundred pounds, the same) 
| charge as is made for mills in certain, 
| parts of Ontario and the northwest | 
West of the lakes the grain tariffs 
give the transit privilege to interme- 
diate mills on the direct route to the 
lake front at an additional charge of 
one cent per one hundred pounds, pro- 
vided the products are re-shipped to 
Fort William, Port Arthur, or destin- 
| ations east thereof. East of the lakes, 
the all-rail grain tariff from Port Ar- 
thur and Fort William, allows milling- 
in-transit at one cent if the movement 
of the product is forwarded from 
milling points on the direct routes to 
Montreal. Mille off these routes have 
the eame rate plus an extra charge for 
the out-of-line haul, depending upon 
the extra distance. The extra charge 
ranges from 1 plus 1-4 cent to 1 plus 
8 cents. 

“Being the ‘most easterly billing 
point Montreal has the most restricted 
area in which to ship the flour, and 
the further west from Montreal the 
mill may be the larger the area be- 
comes. 

“Sudbury has the greatest territory 
in which to operate as the route south- 
erly as well as easterly is through 
Sudbury. Its position gives it princi- 
pally «1 the Ontario markets at the 
flat one cent transit charge. Finally. 
and this was the basis of the com- 
plaint, grain which comes down by 
water to the Lake Huron and Georg- 
fan Bay elevator ports, also to King- 
ston, which is carried by rail to the 
mill, paya a traneit charge of two 
cents per one hundred pounds, in- 
stead of one cent. After reviewing 
the matter .at considerable length, 
Commissioner McLean, who writes the 
judgment, eays: 

“It is alleged by the Canadian Pa- 
cific, thas the miMling-in-transit charge 
applicable in the west does not re- 
present the cost involved. That ia to 
say, a part of ine cost ts ubsorbed in 
the rate. No detail as to this is sub- 
mitted. The justifiability for differ- 
ence in treatment in a common com- 
peting market for the flour from 
western grain by bay and lake ports 
and therefore milled in transit as 
compared with flour milled from west- 
ern grain and moved all-rall or by 
‘ake and rail hae not been established 
There is discrimination and an order 
should go againet the Canadian Pa- 
cific for the establishment of the one 
cent mi!lling-in-transit charge on west- 
ern grain ex-lake.”
